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b) Mor LENGYSL is the Secretary of the Educational Association. He studied 
pharmacy but became a journalist. He is interested in sociology and arch® 
ology, is wellemannered, and has considerable influence in the cultural 
affairs of. the Aceocdotion. 


e) Dr. Arpad HAAS, who is well known as a member of the Central Committee of 
the EPGe, wields considerable influence in the activities of the Educational 
Association. He is Vice-President of the Central Union of Democratic EBungar- 
ian Aesosiations in Vienna (Demokratikue Magyar Egye siiietek Bécsi KGznontja) 
and is attempting to bring the Vienna Hungarian colony under Communist in- 
fluence. 


Julius BOGLAR is another influential Communiet member of tha Educational Assooi- 
ation, He ie primarily concerned with furthering the interests of the Communist 
Party among university students in Vienna. (He himself ts a university student 
and plans te become a nuclear physicist.) BOGLAR, who is disliked and distrusted 
vy Hungarian anti-Communist studente, was an illegal Communist in Hungary during 
the eerly vart ef LOS, 


Urficiels of the Educational Association have succeeded in winning over Ladislas 
ARADVART, an instructor at the Collezium Hungericum. Fearing that he would. he 
recalled to Hungary, ARADVARY sought to utilize the influenre of members of the 
Educational Association to prevent this move. At present, he is very active in 
the Gollegium on behalf of the Gommuniste. Although he claims to have no polit- 
ical interests and denies being a member of the Comnunist Party, ARADVARY hag 
deecribed as his goal the establishment of cooperation between the Communists 
and the Hungarian Workers’ Association. 


In October 1946, the Eungarfan Language Group of the Austrian Communist Party 
became an affiliated member of the newly established Centrai Union of Demooratic 
Bungarian Agsecilations in Vienna (see below). Because the Justrian Ministry of 
Interior does not permit political and non-political groups to be united within 
the same organization, the Language Group changed its name to 4 Bducational 
Association of Freedom-Loving Hungarians in Vienna." Communist members of the 
Language Group did not object to this arrangement, as they tad been unsucceasful 
in attempts to organize the Hungarians in Vienna along political lines. 


At present, the Communist—directed Educational Assoctation i; operating as a cul- 
tural and walfare organization. It sponsors parties and da ces, provides lunches 
for needy children, and sends groups of children to campa fcr rest and recreation. 
The Association also plans to send packages from Hungary to members of the Hungar- 
jan colony in Vienna who euffered under the Wazi rule. The packages are to ve 
forwarded by the Hungarisn Partisan League, a Communist-dom‘nated organization. 
The Communiets have attempted to establish ea hold on the young people by super- 
vyising sports and athletics. . 


The Educational Association at one time attempted to organi:: the Hungerian 
residents of the Burgenland (Soviet Zone of Austria) and fo: several monthe 
published a Hungarian-language newspaper advocat lng land reicrm, 


. Officiale of the Educational Aseociation have tried to intimidate and discredit 


non-Communist Bungarians by availing themselves of the facllities of Hungarien 
Communiet newspapers sold in Vienna. During the past year a number of Hungarian 
Gommunist papers have published articles attacking Dr. Julius MISKOLCZY, President 
of the Central Union of the Democratic Hungarian Aesoctations and General Director 
of the Collegium Hungaricum; Dr. Bele DER, until recently director of the Hungarian 
Academic Aesociation in Vienna; end Dr. Bela MADAY, until recently director of the 
Hungarian Red Cross in Austria. Gyorgy FRATER of the Bungatian Legation in Vienna 
assiated the Communists in preventing non-Communista from o:. taining passporte, 
viess, and travel permits for Hungary. MEME FR CER was killed in m
